EXTRAORDINARY  COLLECTION  OF  UNTIED  STATES  FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

It  is  a rare  occasion  when  the  numismatic  fraternity  is  offered  the  oppor- 
tunity to  purchase  individual  items  from  a collection  as  comprehensive  as  the 
Isidore  Herman  collection  of  Fractional  Currency. 

Too  few  collections  today  are  formed  as  this  one  was  — with  not  only  a 
collectors  eye  toward  completeness  and  quality,  but  with  the  overall  view  of  a 
researcher  interested  in  the  history  and  origins  of  his  field. 

On  the  following  pages  will  be  found  literally  ‘something  for  everyone’: 

The  general  paper  money  collector  will  find  superb  type  notes  for  all  25  major 
designs.  The  beginning  fractional  collector  will  have  over  200  regular  issue  and 
specimen  notes  to  choose  from.  For  the  advanced  collector,  there  is  a number 
of  outstanding  rarities,  some  of  which  have  not  been  offered  publicly  in  many 
decades.  Those  with  as  deep  an  interest  as  Mr.  Herman  will  no  doubt  find  the 
essay  and  experimental  pieces  and  the  historical  peripheral  material  as  exciting 
as  we  did  in  cataloging  this  collection. 

Two  notes  are  certainly  worthy  of  mention  in  this  introduction.  Lot  177 
is  an  excessively  rare  specimen  that  has  not  been  publicly  offered  in  70  years. 

Lot  195  is  a possibly  unique  postage  currency  essay  that  will  be  of  interest  not 
only  to  numismatists,  but  to  philatelists  as  well. 

It  will  no  doubt  be  many  years,  perhaps  decades,  before  some  of  these 
items  are  again  offered,  so  we  cannot  urge  strongly  enough  that  the  serious 
collector  make  every  effort  to  acquire  at  least  a few  of  these  rarities.

2 — Light  Curtain.  F-1226,  Limpert  C9-j.  Scarce  variety  without  ‘pearls’  below  Wash- 

ington, found  on  only  2 of  33  light  curtain  obverse  plates.  Crisp  unc. 

3 — Dark  Curtain.  F-1227.  Superb  crisp  unc.,  far  more  rare  than  the  light  curtain; 

printed  only  during  the  last  two  weeks  of  Feb.  1865. 

4 5c  First  Issue.  Perforated,  with  ABN  Co.  monogram.  F-1228.  Crisp  unc.  and  fully 

gem  quality.  Rare  this  choice. 

5 — Perforated,  no  monogram.  F-1229.  Uncirculated.  Full  perforations  but  not  in  full 

brilliance. 

6 — Straight  edges,  with  monogram.  F-1230.  Bright  crisp  unc. 

7 — Straight  edges,  no  monogram.  F— 1231.  Bright,  well-centered  crisp  unc. 

8 5c  Second  Issue.  F-1232.  Bright  crisp  unc.  well-centered. 

9 — With  18-63.  F-1233.  AU,  very  close  to  unc. 

10  — With  ‘63’  only.  F-1233-b.  Choice  AU  with  good  margins.  No  trace  of  the  18, 

and  thus  quite  rare. 

11  — With  S— 18-63.  F-1234.  Choice  gem  unc.  Very  difficult  to  find  in  this  condition. 
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12  — With  P.-1-18-63.  F-1235.  Crisp  unc.  Has  partial  offset  bronze  ‘5’  on  obv.,  from  a 

wet  sheet  being  placed  on  top  of  it.  According  to  Treasury  records,  less  than  \% 
of  Second  Issue  5c  notes  were  on  fiber  paper. 

13  5c  Third  Issue.  F-1236.  Crisp  unc.  Red  back. 

14  — F-1237.  Ex.  Fine,  colors  bright. 

15  — F-1238.  Green  back.  Crisp  unc. 

16  — F-1239.  Unc.  Cut  close  on  top. 

17  10c  First  Issue.  F-1240.  Perforated,  with  monogram.  Crisp  unc.  One  thin  spot  at  top 

reverse,  otherwise  choice. 

18  — Perforated,  no  monogram.  F-1241.  A gem  crisp  unc.,  well-centered  with  full  per- 

forations. Much  scarcer  than  the  preceding. 

19  — Straight  edges,  with  monogram.  F-1242.  Crisp  unc. 

20  — Straight  edges,  no  monogram.  F-1243.  Bright  crisp  unc.  Rare. 

21  10c  Second  Issue.  F-1244.  Crisp  unc. 

22  — With  18-63.  F-1245.  Ex.  Fine. 

23  — With  S-18-63.  F-1246.  Ex.  Fine.  Sharp,  clear  surcharges. 

24  — With  1-18-63.  F-1247.  Crisp  unc.  Bright  colors  and  surcharges. 

25  — With  T-l-18-63.  F-1249.  Exceptionally  bright  fiber  paper  note,  with  one  center 

fold.  Well-centered.  AU. 

26  10c  Third  Issue.  Red  back,  with  number  T.  F-1252.  Crisp  unc.,  but  unevenly  cut 

from  sheet. 

27  — Autographed  sigs.  of  Colby  & Spinner.  F-1253.  Well-centered  crisp  unc.  Signature 

ink  has  not  eaten  through  paper,  as  on  most.  As  choice  an  autographed  note  as 
we  have  seen ! 

28  — Autographed  Jeffries  & Spinner.  F-1254.  Crisp  unc.  Light  offset  smudges  on  rev. 

rare,  and  far  above  average. 

29  — Green  back.  F-1255.  Crisp  unc.  Choice  type  note. 

30  — Same,  with  T.  F-1256.  Unc. 

31  10c  Fourth  Issue.  F-1257  Watermarked  USUS  . . . Crisp  unc.  with  2 tiny  pin  holes. 

32  — F-1258.  Allison  is  spelled  Alleson,  with  a dot  over  the  open  ‘e.’  Crisp  unc. 

33  — F-1258.  Allison  spelled  Alleson,  without  a dot  over  the  open  ‘e.’  Crisp  unc. 

34  — F-1258.  Allison  spelled  with  a dotted,  closed  ‘e.’  Crisp  unc.

notes  to  find  this  choice. 

42  — Large  brownish  seal.  F-1270  unc.  Very  scarce. 

43  — Small  red  seal.  F-1271.  Crisp  unc. 

44  25c  First  Issue.  Perforated,  with  monogram.  F-1279.  Superb  crisp  unc.  Very  scarce 

in  this  condition. 

45  — Perforated,  no  monogram.  F-1280.  Crisp  unc.,  Perforations  not  full  at  right. 

46  — Straight  edges,  with  monogram.  F-1281.  Choice  crisp  unc. 

47  — Same,  no  monogram.  F-1282.  Well-centered  unc.  Far  superior  to  the  Rothert 

example.  Appears  in  this  condition  far  less  frequently  than  the  50c  note  of  this 
variety.

49  — With  18-63.  F-1284.  Bright  crisp  unc.  Cut  close  at  right.  ‘63’  very  light,  almost 

non-existent. 

50  — With  A-18-63.  F-1285.  Choice  crisp  unc.  With  sharply  defined  ‘A’  as  rarely  seen. 

51  — - With  S—  1 8—63 . F-1286.  Crisp  unc.  Clear  surcharges.  Paper  unusually  thin  and  hard, 

first  we’ve  seen  so.  A superb  note.

53  — With  2-18-63.  F-1288.  Well  centered  choice  crisp  unc.,  with  sharp  surcharges. 

Fully  gem  quality.

55  25c  Third  Issue.  Red  back.  F-1291.  Bright  crisp  unc.  Cut  close  at  left.

The  third  issue  25c  notes  began  with  the  red  backs,  printed  in  late  Feb.  and 
early  March,  1865.  The  earliest  green  backs  are  believed  to  have  been  fiber 
paper  notes  (F — 1297 — 1 300)  printed  on  March  22,  1865.  These  were  printed  on 
an  experimental,  fragile  paper  developed  by  Dr.  Gwynn,  and  the  high  percentage 
of  all  four  notes  in  grades  of  fine  down  to  poor  suggests  that  they  did  circulate, 
and  were  not  just  presentation  pieces.  About  two  dozen  are  known  of  F-1299 
and  1300  combined,  and  the  F-1300  offered  here  is  easily  one  of  the  finest 
known.  Considering  the  paper  involved,  we  feel  it  is  amazing  that  any  have 
survived  in  this  superb  condition.

bright  surcharges  and  paper.  One  of  the  finest  offered  in  many  years — considerably 
better  than  the  Rothert  and  Burgett  (1958  ANA)  examples.  From  the  1967  Lilly 
sale.  Rothert  states  only  8 known.  ILLUST.

87  — The  extremely  rare  Allison  and  New  50c  F-1330.  For  many  years  the  most  sought- 

after  of  the  fractional  currency  series.  According  to  a list  prepared  in  1939  by  the 
late  F.  C.  C.  Boyd,  only  20  notes  are  known,  and  we  can  account  for  less  than 
half  this  number  today.  The  example  offered  is  crisp  uncirculated,  with  about  5 mm. 
of  the  upper  right  corner  off,  just  barely  touching  the  design.  Very  minimal 
aging.  ILLLIST.

OUTSTANDING  COLLECTION  OF  FRACTIONAL  SPECIMENS 

The  following  group  of  proofs  and  specimens  is  probably  the  finest  such 
offering  since  the  Chapman  sales  of  1903  and  1904.  It  contains  pieces  not  seen 
publicly  in  the  last  70  years,  and  a possibly  unique  essay  of  the  first  issue  50c 
reverse.  Included  are  both  wide  and  narrow  margin  pieces,  on  both  CSA  paper, 
and  the  scarcer  non-CSA  papers.  There  are  also  three  of  the  very  rare  experi- 
mental pieces  made  to  test  various  papers  and  inks  in  the  fall  of  1863. 

Lots  marked  ‘CSA’  have  the  CSA  watermark. 

Lots  marked  ‘SPEC’  have  “Specimen”  in  bronze  on  the  back. 

Lots  marked  “shield”  have  traces  of  removal  from  a shield  adhering  to  the  back. 
‘V’  numbers  refer  to  Valentine.

Clark.  Supt.  of  the  National  Currency  Bureau,  to  test  various  papers  and  inks 
made  by  Dr.  Gwynn.  Since  the  breakup  of  the  Clark  collection  in  1893,  they 
are  very  rarely  encountered.

With  accompanying  en- 
velope cancelled  same  day,  bearing  printed  free  frank  of  F.  E.  Spinner.  Excellent 
condition.  The  earliest  such  set  of  rules  we  have  seen. 

216  — Handwritten  Letter  from  Spinner  to  Maj.  General  E.  A.  Hitchcock,  dated  June  1, 

1864,  regarding  an  appointment  to  a Treasury  position.  Extremely  fine  and  well 
framed  for  display.
